Now, though 
it is self-evident that crime and immorality 
has increased beyond all example in this 
country compared With apy country im the 
known world, and each may be sstisfed in 
bis own mind that the fact exists; yet they 
may differ as to the cause and the remedy, 
to reconcile which, (he judgment must be 
convinced. This can only be done by de- 
dactions from facts. 

Now, we propose tracts have been the 
cause of this degeneracy of knowledge aod 
morality, and that degeneracy of knowledge 
and morelity has led to the increase of 
crime. For it is a maxim that ignorance 
begets stupidity, and stupidity engenders 
vice; therefore, as knowledge leads to vwir- 
tue, by implanting sound principles in the 
mind, 8o stupidity and vice mutually pro.
